1920 
originated 
in 
Missouri, an­ 
nounces a Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics bulletin just issued by Com­ 
missioner William H. Lewis. 
Fredericktown, in Madison coun­ 
ty, has the honor of having suppli­ 
ed 102,410 pounds of cobalt oxide 
and cobalt hydrate for the commer­ 
cial world during that year. 
The 
same had a first value of $252,-801. 
The 
same 
copper-cobalt-nickel 
mines near Fredericktown in 1920 
produced 
80,626 pounds of shot 
nickel and 256,766 pounds of nickel 
hydrate with a total value of $275,- 
120. 
This nickel not being suffic­ 
ient to supply the needs of the Unit­ 
ed States mint and manufacturers, 
large quantities 
of nickel 
matter 
were imported from Canada. 
During 1920 the mines of Madison 
and other 
Missouri 
counties pro­ 
duced 533,368 pounds of copper, as 
compared to 588,570 pounds in 1919, 
and 232,073 pounds in 1918. In the 
period commencing with 1913 the 
1919 production of copper was the 
record breaker for the state. 
The 
next best year was 1913 when 576,- 
204 pounds were produced, as com­ 
pared to 306,106 pounds in 1915; 
377,575 pounds in 1916 and 407,141 
pounds in 1917. 
Missouri cobalt, copper and nick­ 
el are generally found together. A 
high process of refining separates 
the three minerals. Cobalt is used 
in giving a fast color of rainbow 
grandeur to glass and china were. 
Idaho is the only other state be­ 
sides Missouri which produces this 
mineral 
substance 
in 
quantities 
large enough to make its recovery 
by refining corporations profitable. 
In 1920 no cobalt was marketed 
from Idaho. 
Before the 
European 
war the 
United Etates imported most of its 
nickel ore from Germany. 
Hostili­ 
ties with that country suspending 
commercial relations caused United 
States 
manufacturers 
to 
draw 
heavily on the Missouri deposits, 
and also increased 
imports 
from 
Canada.
